After the crushing defeat which Balmaceda’s 
forces met with at the hands of Gen. Canto’s 
troops on the hills back of this city yesterday 
and the subsequent entry of the conquering 
army into Valparaiso the fall of the capital 
was only a question of time. 
The insurgent leaders intended to make it a

All this was made unnecessary, however,

The request was readily grant- 
ed and Gen. Baquedano, who was formerly 
Commander-in-Chief of the Chilean army, was 
designated to act for the Congressionalists. A 
meeting was held and the terms of the surren-

A few days more and the Junta will form a 
. provisional government, which they insist 
must be recognized as the only legitimate gov- 
ernment of Chile, and the work of reorgauiz- 
ingand rehabilitating the country can pro- 
ceed.

Unconditional Surrender Demanded. 

Sefior Montt announced that the only 
terms he had to offer was the unconditional 
surrender of the city and of all officers and 
troops as prisoners of war.

These terins were perforce accepted, 
intendente until the arrival of the Junta from 
Iquique, when final arrangements will be 
made. 

The behavior ot the insurgent troops since 
their entry into the city has been most exem- 
plary. Perfect discipline has been main- 
tained, and officers and privates have endeav- 
ored to keep the unruly elements here in or- 
der. This is next to impossible, however, as 
the town is crowded with disbanded soldiers 
and disorderly characters of all kinds. . Many 
of them have visited yesterday’s battlefield 
and possessed themselves of rifles and ammu- 
nition. Fights and riots are of con- 
stant occurrence in the streets,

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WHITE-WINGED PEACE WILL COME, 


Representatives of the Insurgents Hope 
That All Disturbance Will Soon Cease. 
New Yorx, Aug. 29.—[Special. ]—Many let- 

ters and messages of congratulation came to- 
day to R. L. Trumbull and the other repre- 
sentatives in New York of the Chilean Con- 
gress party, but besides a general confirma- 
tion of the rout of Balmaceda they received 
no news about events in their country. Mr. 
Trumbull will go to Washington Monday, and 
expects there to get full particulars of the 
battle. From Washington he will go to Los 
Angeles, where his trial for his share in the 
Itata incident will begin Sept. 16. 
Nos that Balmaceaa is out of the way the 
settlement of peace in Chile will go on very 
rapidly,’’ said Trumbull tonight. By one 
week from today I think ali disturbance in 
Chile will have ceased. The people are so 
heartily with the Congress party that there 
will be nobody to make any trouble except a 
few scattered followers of Balmaceda, and 
these will not dare to attempt to make any 
head against the government. You know 
that Balmaceda only kept his army together 
by the force of terror. His power is broken, 
and the men who have been driven to his sup- 
port will now come over to our side. Our 
army was 8,000 strong when it went into 
battle. I should say that it must be 16,000 
strong now with all the men who have de- 
serted the usurper.“ 
What do you think has become of Bal- 
maceda?”’

mate government for recognition—that of 
Balmaceda or the insurgents.

The Expected Resignation of Abe G. 
Lane Will Cause a Mess of Trouble for 
the Election Co ers — Female 
Suffrage and the Australian Ballot Sys- 
tem to Be Introduced Simultaneously— 
Complications That Will Reto screed 
Ensue, 


Women will probably vote in Chicago this

cast their ballots for school officiais, and the 
expected resignation of Mr. Lane from the 
superintendency of the county schools will 
give them their first opportunity. . Whether 
or not many of them will take advantage of 
their right possibly depends largely upon who 
is nominated to fill the vacancy, But no mat- 
ter who may be placed in nomination, there is 
little doubt but that women’s suffrage and the 
Australian ballot will be simubtencounly intro- 
duced into Chicago this fall. 

It is considered certain that Albert G. Lane 
will accept the Superintendency of the Chica- 
go schools as the successor of George How- 
land. Seventeen of the twenty-one members 
of the Board of Education will tender him 
that position next Wednesday. 

Mr. Cameron has been devoted to Mr. How- 
land. He likes him. He is the last man who 
has surrendered to the inevitable. He is now 
for Mr. Lane as Superintendent of Schools, 

Mr. Delano, Mr. Hannan, Mrs. Young, and 
all the other candidates have withdrawn in 
favor of Mr. Lane, and his election as Super- 
intendent is conceded. 

Mr. Lane’s present salary is not as large as 
it has been generally supposed. He gets 2 per 
cent on the State school fund appropriated to 
Cook County. That amounts to $3,800. Now 
under the new appropriation it will amount to 
$4,900. Fees and per diem will make the eal- 
ary $6,500. The Board of Edueation will give 
him as Superintendent of the city schools 
$7,000, 

That Mr. Lane will accept the position that 
Mr. Howland has vacatéd can be now defi- 
nitely announced. Mr. Lane has not said so, 
because Capt. Brenan and Mr, Hereley have 
objected on political grounds. ButMr. Lane’s 
nomination will be made by a vote of 17 to 2 
of the Board of Education next Wednesday. 
Perhaps Capt. Brenan and Mr. Hereley will 
withdraw their objections by that time. 

Will Cause Lots of Trouble. 

But the resignation of Mr. Lane from the 
County Superintendency will plunge the 
county into a sea of trouble. At the last 
meeting of the General Assembly the follow- 
ing law was passed: 

Any wo@@an of the age of 21 years and upwards 
belonging to either of the classes mentioned in 
Art. 7 of the Constitution of the State of 
IIlinois who shall have resided in this 
State one year, in the county ninety days, 
and in the election district thirty 
days preceding any election held for the purpose 
of choosing any officer of schools under the gen- 
eral or special school laws of this State shall be 
entitled to vote at such election in the school 
district of which she shall at the time have been 
for thirty days a resident. Provided any woman 
so desirous of voting at any such election shall 
have been registered in the same manner as is 
provided for the registration of male voters. 

Whenever the election of public school officers 
shall occur at the same election .at which other 
public officérs are elected, the ballot offered by 
any women entitled to vote under this act shall 
not contain the name ofany personto be voted 
for at such election except such officers of public 
schools, and such ballots shall all be deposited in a 
separate ballot-box, but canvassed with other bal- 
lots cast for school officers at such election. 

Now, if Mr. Lane accepts the position of 
City Superintendent of Schools and resigns 
His present position it follows that woman suf- 


* 


Mr. Lane’s successor. 
Woman Suffrage to Be Tried. 

There is no sort of doubt but that Mr. Lane 
will be appointed to Mr. Howiand’s place, 
and that Mr. Lane will accept the place. Then 
the woman suffrage business will come into 
play immediately. The Election Com mission- 
ers are not prepared for this transformation. 

The whole law has been changed at the in- 
stance of Judge Scales. There are three men 
who understand the changes—Judge Scales, 
who drafted them; Mr. Twohig, who has read 
them; and Representative Michael C. Mc- 
Inerny, who put the amendments through the 
House. 

As Capt. Healy has resigned his place Judge 
Scales will probably consult Mr. Twohig and 
Mr. Melnerny as to how the law shall be in- 
terpreted. 

That women will be admitted to the ballot 

is certain. That women who are admitted to 
the ballot have to be registered is also cer- 
tain. If the nominations of County Superin- 
tendent are acceptable to the school teachers 
of the county, who are mostly women, there 
will be little registration. The law provides 
that there shall bé separate registration and a 
separate ballot for women. Thus the political 
situation will be greatly complicated, 
It has been generally understood that the 
election this fall would be tame, dull, and 
commonplace. But with the intervention of 
the women voting, the vote for Drainage 
Trustees, the split in the Democratic party, 
Carter Harrison’s ambition, Mayor Wasb- 
burne’s aspirations, and everybody's Presi- 
dential - ambitions, it is likely that the contest 
will be the most animated, the wost interest- 
ing, and the most significant in the history of 
the World’s Fair City.

ETRURIA STRUCK BY A STORM WAVE. 


Nine Seamen Injured, One Fatally, by a 
Rushine Wall of Water. 

New York, Aug. 29.—[Special.]—Nine abl-e 
bodied seamen on the Cunard steamship 
Etruria which reached New York from 
Queenstown late this afternoon were knocked 
down like ninepins and hurled with terrific 
torce against the metal ventilators and 
iron railings of the forecastle deck 
by a big storm wave which swept 
squarely over the bows of the steamship last 
Tuesday morning. It was a solid wall 
of water six feet above the deck which 
struck the men. They were totally unpre- 
pared for it, and the immense wave picked 

m up like so many chips and then as 
suddenly slammed them down * as it 
careened over the entire length of the prome- 
nade deck. One of the sailors, Jeremiah 
Harrington, was fatally hurt, being thrown 
against a ventilator and sustaining a compound 
fracture of the skull besides having 
his jawbone and several ribs broken. The 
splintered ends of the ribs punctured 
the langs in several places. In spite 
of his injuries, Harrington lived five 
hours after he was picked up. 
His body was buried in the ocean on Wednes- 
day. Three of the other sailors suffered bro- 
ken legs or arms, and all of them were severe- 
ly bruised and shaken up. The men werestill 
in the hospital of the steamship when it 
reached port today. 

The Etruria was two days out from Liver- 
pool and steaming in the face of a moderate 
ale when struck by the wave whieh played 
ootball with some of the men. It was Chief 
Officer Carbine’s wa on deck, but 
First Officer James Murdock had 
ae of the bri when the wave 
struck the ship at half-past 6 o’clock. Its 
coming was totally unexpected by the men, 
who, with theexception ot McBride, were en- 

in crossing the jib sheet over.

GENERAL METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


A Young Irishman Who Thinks Gen. Gor- 
don Still Alive Starts to Rescue Him. 

New York, Aug. 29.—J. J. Coyle and P. C. 
Johnson will sail today on the Servia, starting 
on a journey to the River Nile. Mr. Coyle is 
familiar with the region, having served several 
years in the British army in Egypt. 
He said today: “When I was in Cairo 
I had interviews with three French nuns 
and four priests, who expressed the belief that 
Gen. Gordon is still alive. Upon their state- 
ments, which were consistently linked to- 
gether and obtained from sources which for 
prudential reasons I am not at liberty to re- 
veal, I believe that Gen. Gordon is not dead 
but held as a captive. My objective point and 
the abject of this journey is to ascertain 
whether he is dead or alive.

excitement for the last few days about the loss 
of the body of their most famous associate, 
the great actress Madame Agar. Madame Agar 
died two weeks ago, and the members of the 
Comédie Francaise, desiring to show their 
great respect for the brilliant gifte of the de- 
ceased artiste, forwarded to her husband, M. 
Marye, a thousand francs for the purpose of 
bringing the body to Paris for a sort of semi 
public burial. M. Marye left Algiers with the 
body, and since that time both the living man 
and the dead woman are to all appearances 
lost. 

Though every inquiryhas been made in all 
possible directions, no trace of Agar can be 
found; and yesterday 1t was even rumored 
at the Comédie Frangaise that M. Marye 
had deen seen in Paris, dressed 
in the latest fashionable style, while 
his wife’s body was lying among the left lug- 
gage at the Lyons railway station. Upon this 
indefinite sort of information a correspondent. 
started to inquire into the exact facts of the 
case. At the Théatre Francais the General 
Secretary of the company said: 

„We are in absolute ignorance as to what 
has become of M. Marye. Mme. Agar died 
Aug. 14. The 18th, on an order from our 
committee, 1,000 francs was sent to M. Marye, 
who, up to the present time, has not 
even acknowledged the receipt of it. 
We understand that Marye  orought 
the body as far as Lyons, and that it now has 
been lying there at the railway station for 
nearly a week. We cannot well withdraw it 
from the charge of the railroad company 
without his authority, since the waybill 
for the ‘corpse bears his name. We 
have been told that Marye has been in Paris 
and one of the artists of the Comédie has even 
said that he saw him yesterday at the Mont 
Parnasse Station. This may be true, but the 
Comédie has received no visit from him nor 
any letter. 

4 view of such an extraordinary oom plica- 
tion the entire Comedie is much upset and 
quite unable to decide what todo. Every 
preparation made for the funeralis now in 
abeyance. A correspondent called at the 
Lyons railway station iater on, after the above 
interview, and has enabled the Comedie Fran- 
caise to clear up some of the mystery attached 
to the affair. The chief superintendent said: 

M. Marye brought the body of Mme. Agar 
as far as Lyons. * he was taken ill; at 
least, so he informed us. Anyway he stopped 
at Lyons and wrote to the station-master ask- 
ing him to allow the body to remain until 
ei he was well or able to have it taken on. 
Since then we have not seen or heard from M. 
Marye and the body lies there still. 

These facts were communicated lgter on to 
the Comedie, but none of its members had re- 
ceived any communication on the subject of 
this remarkable affair, and are still in the 
dark as to when and under what 
circumstances Mme. Agar was buried. 
There is much excitement among the mem- 
bers of the company, but no sign 
of Marye as one. One solution of the affair 
says that M. Marye will take the body direct 
to the cemetery of Mont Parnasse and bury 
it quietly Monday, as he dislikes the idea of a 
public ceremony. This, however, is only a 
speculation, and the affair is still shrouded in 
mystery.

REVOLUTIONARY MOVE IN BRAZIL, 


A Plot to Attack Various Armories Discov- 
ered Just in Time, 

New Ton, Aug. 29.—([Special.]—Advices 
received in.this city from Brazil via Monte- 
video give the details of a conspiracy which 
was discovered in Rio Grande Do Sul andin 
which many prominent persons are involved. 
Rumors have been current in Buenos Ayres 
and even in Rio Janeiro for a long time that 
enemies of the present government were pre- 
paring to begin a revolution in Rio Grande. 
A strict watch was placed on the persons sus- 
pected, and the matter wos ae | abandoned 
by the governmient as untrue. It now seems 
to have been founded on fact. The plan was 
to attack all the armories which it was known 
would remain faithful to the government and 
capture ° 

hile a party of travelers were driving on 
the outskirts of Salta it began to rain, and, 
looking for a place in order to get out of the 
rain, they foundin the midst of the woods 
three or four huta. They entered, and to their 
surprise found them piled up with long, nar- 
row boxes, small barrels or kegs, and square 
boxes of wood. A close inspection showed 
them to be kegs of powder and cases of rifles 
and the boxes contained ammunitlon. As 
soon as the rain had subsided the travelers re- 
turned to the city and told of their find to the 
authorities. A detachment of soldiers was at 
once sent to the spot and a guard on the huts 
established. 

The same night a hegro was captured just as 
he was about to enter one of the huts. Upon 
being searched. impertant papers containing a 
list of persons friendly to the movement were 
found in his possessién. He also had among 
his papers a plan of two of the armories and a 
list of men and officers who would be likeiy to 
make a fight for the government. The plan 
of the revolutionists was that the men would 
all rendezvous at the huts, and after being 
supplied with the necessary rounds of ammu- 
nition and guns they were to march to the 
city. The hour to meet had been’ fixed and 
the day selected was July 15. 

At the city they were to divide in five 
groups. Four of groups would attack the 
armories, while the fifth was to go to the 
municipal buildings, and if unsuccessful in 
entering were to blow them up with 2 
der or else with dynamite. This being done 
the treasury was to be looted, and all 
opposing the revolutionists were to 
down without mercy. 

After Salta had been captured the revolu- 
tionists counted on the other cities in the prov- 
ince joining in the revolt. In the huts were 
found 2,000 rifles of the latest pattern, brand 
new; 80,000 rounds of am munition, two dozen 
swords, four kegs of gunpowder, one box 
of dynamite cartridges. Besides these there 
was a box containing a dozen or more revol- 
vers of the latest make, with fifty boxes of car- 
tridges.

EGAN ALLEVIATING THE DISTRESS, 


The American Minister Goes to the Succor 
of Suffering Prisoners. 

San Franotsco, Cal., Aug. 29.—A cor- 
respondent writing from Santiago, Chile, 
under date of July 15, says the American 
Minister, Patrick Egan, has received 
much favorable mention for visiting political 
prisoners and m many instances alleviating 
their distress through his energy. The life of 
the former. President’s son has been saved and 
permission accorded him to leave the coun- 
try with Capt. Frederick and Padre Domso. 
Austin Edwards and his mother, with several

BURNED 1,000 MILES OF HAY AND WHEAT. 


South Dakota Farmers’ Crops Swept Away 
by Fire—Other Fires. b 

Faurxron, S. D., Aug. 29.—All of the north- 
western part of Faulk County was burned 
over last night by a terrible and most 
destructive fire. twenty miles wide and 
extending from PFaulkton fifty miles 
northwest. As far as the eye can reach the 
sky was lit up with burning stacks of hay and 
grain. ‘The farmers are ruined. For a space 
of twenty miles not a foot of grass is left for 
stock that escaped the flames. The damage 
cannot be estimated yet. 

At Loyalton the citizens fought the fire for 
eight hours, finally succeeding in saving the 
town. No dwellings were burned around that 
point but large quantities of grain and hay 
were destroyed. One party reports riding 20 
miles along the edge of the burned 
district and he saw many people standing 
around on the prairie destitute, having lost 
their entire possessions by fire. Large quan- 
tities of grain have been destroyed as the 
strong wind swept the fire across even the bare 
fields aided by the tumble weeds which rolled 
like fire balls across the prairie and fields, set- 
ting fire to everything they touched. So far 
no loss of life has been reported. Not less 
than twenty townships have been desolated by 
this terrible fire—the worst for years.

THEY WILL START FOR THE CLOUDS. 


Two Men Will Make a Balloon Ascension 
for Scientific Purposes, 

Capt. Pillas Panis, since the collapse of the 
captive balloon, has been desirous of an op- 
portunity of demonstratimg to Chicagoans 
that he is a daring aeronaut. By the mishap 
at the grounds of the American Captive Bal- 
loon company he claims that he was debarred 
from adding to his éxploits, and that to a cer- 
tain extent his reputation has suffered. 

In consequence at 5 o’clock this evening, if 
the weather and winds prove favorable, he will 
make an ascension in. company with Prof. 
Guvenet, a Parisian aeronaut, and a civil en- 
gineer who is negotiating with ex-Senator Far- 
well to make experiments with his raio-pro- 
ducing system. The ascension today is for the 
purpose of scientific investigation, and while 
the public will be admitted it isclaimed that it 
is not made merely for exhibition. The balloon 
will ascend from Nottbohm’s Garden at Cot- 
tage Grove avenue ard Fiftieth court. A log 
of the trip will be kept, entries and observa- 
tions being made every ten minutes. As to 


ing it will depend altogether upon the weather, 
and no definite information can be given, 

The balloon is made of the best oiled silk; 
the basket and guy ropes are of the strongest 
material, and the airship itself is provided 
with safety apparatus designed by Capt. 
Panes. The balloon is ninety feet from the 
top to the bottom of the basket, and the bag 
will contain 3,600 cubic feet of water gas, 
giving it a lifting power of 1,500 pounds. 

Prof. Guvenet has perfect faith in Senator 
Farwell’s theory of rain-producing, and by 
means of appliances of his own will make ex- 
periments during the week, proviaing arrange- 
ments can be perfected with Mr. Farwell. The 
professor intends making an ascension in the 
balloon, and from theresending out small bal- 
tons which he will explode among the clouds. 
This method, he considers, will prove much 
less expensive than the system in use by Gen. 
Dyhrenfurth, and more certain of success, as 
any commotion in. the clouds will break them 
and cause showers. On this trip, a camera, 
which is being made expressly for the purpose, 
will be carried and views taken of the ascen- 
sion itself, and the experiments made.

congratulations to Dr. Raymond. 

The life of Dr. Raymond has been one of 
great usefulness. ile was born in Rensselaer- 
ville, N. I., Aug. 29, 1811. When he was 12 
years old the teacher of the village school. 
told his father he could learn nothing more 
there and advised him to send the boy to an 
academy. This higgfather was too poor to 
do, so he was put on a shoemaker’s bench, 
where he worked for seven years, when. 
through the kindness of Dr. Wilbur F. Fisk, 
a way was opened for him to attend the acad- 
emy at Wilbraham, Mass. He taught in the 
Wesleyan Academy at Wilbraham during the 

ears between 1833 and 1840; was pastor in 

Jorcester, Mass., from 1840 to 1842; in Bos- 
ton, 1842 to 1846, and in Westerfield, Mass., 
1846 to 1848. 

As the principal of the academy at Wilbra- 
ham for sixteen years, from 1848 to 1864, he be- 
came quite well known. In 1864 he came to 
Evanston, where he has since lived, as pro- 
fessor of systematic theology. He has been a 
member of six general conferences and his 
work on _. systematic theology, filling 
1.000 octavo pages, is used in the 
Methodist theological schools throughout the 
country as the standard. In 1837 he married 
Miss Eliza Henderson of Worcester County, 
Mass. After her death he married her niece, 
Miss Isabella Hill. N 

Letters have been received by him in each 
mail from former pupils, from all the Bishops, 
and many others prominent in the Methodist 
Church, couched not only in congratulatory 
terms, but also in expressions highly compli- 
mentary of his long services as an educator. 

The Rev. George M. Steele, successor. to 
Dr. Raymond as principal of the Wesleyan 
Academy at Wilbraham, Mass., the oldest in- 
stitution of learning of Methodism in the 
United States, writes as follows to James H. 
Raymond: 

Wi_sRanAm, Mass., Aug. 25, 1891.—My Dear 
James: Yourcard inviting us to be present at 
the reception in honor of the eightieth anniver- 
sary of your father’s birth is at hand. As it will 
be impossible for me to be with you person- 
ally, allow me to send my most 
hearty congratulations to the beloved subject of 
this worthy celebration.

‘The Disputed Contest of the Previous Week 


by Over Three Minutes~H. H. Porter's 


Viking Wins the Leiter Challenge Cap—. 


Various Departments of the Young Men's 
Christian Association ( ombine for a Field 
Day~The Bankers’ Club Defeated. 

Under a stiff southwest wind that filled out 
all sails and sent the water from Lake Michi- 
gan across the cabin and into the faces of the 
crew, the yacht Druid, Pinlip Snufeldt's fast 
boat, sailed away from the Scorpion yester- 
day afternoon and held good its elaim to the 
championship of the waters round about Chi- 
cago. 

The time of ths Druid im sailing over the 
nineteen-mile co e, around the outer crib, 
to and about the te View crib, back by the 
old crib and to the starting point, where a 
straight line due east of the Auditorium would 
cross the government breakwater, was 2 hours 
32 minutes and 32 seconds, better by 3 min- 
utes and 16 seeonds than the Scorpion’s time, 
after deducting the latter’s time allowance of 
5 minutes and 32 seconds. 


The race between the Druid and the Scor- 


pion was to settle the question of supremacy 
between these two crack boats, a matter in 
dispute since t, previous Saturday, when 
the decision of ue judges in awardmg the 
first place to the Druid was disputed by friends 
of the Scorpion. The fret race was for a silk 
streamer donated by Philip Shufeldt, the 
owner of the Druid, and when the time of the 
two boats was questioned Mr. Shufeldt offered 
to sail the race over again to decide which 
boat should float the bit of bunting at its top- 
mast. Yesterday was the day set for the trial, 
and the owners of the two craft with their 
friends and some 500 other interested persons 
were witnesses of the Druid’s well-earned vic- 
tory. 

7 Was a Splendid Race. 

A bright young man said of the first race 
that the day could not have been improved 
upon and that it was the prettiest race ever 
sailed off Chicago, He was wrong. Yester- 
day’s breeze from down where Mr. Pullman 
makes sleeping cars was stronger, and it sent 
the boats over the course in lessened time. 
The first race was the prettiest ever sailed 
from before Chic s front door, but yester- 
day’s was better. * * by eighteen minutes 
and fifty-six. seconds, to say nothing of the 
way the boats were handled. 

‘Lhe tugboat Viva, with the judges and sun- 
dry other folks on board, slip ite hawser 
at the foot of Van Buren street at 1:30 o’clock 
and steamed out to the breakwater where the 
start was to be made. It passed the Druid 
and the Scorpion m going out, each boat 
getting ready for the race. The Scorpion 
had two reefs in its mainsail and it 
had out only its mainsail, staysail and jibs 
when it rounded te fora ‘start in the basin. 
The Druid had mainsail, staysail, jib and gaff 
topsail set and two of the three reefs in its 
— were let out before the signal was 


3 at 2 o’clock the little brass cannon on 
the Viva gave the signal to start and the two 
boats headed for the open water. The Seor- 
pion was ahead, passing the starting point at 
2:02 :16, followed by the Druid at 2 :02 :53. 

No sooner had the Scorpion got beyond the 
breakwater than the reefs were taken from 
her mainsail and her gaff topsail was hoisted. 
The Druid followed close bebind with sails 
and ropes straining in the heavy breeze that 
sent her over so the water came above her 
guard rails. The Scorpion had as much can- 
vas out as it vould stand also and three times 
while on the way to the outer crib was it found 


necessary by both boats to take in the topsail. 


The Viva with a full head of steam could 
only keep witmn hailing distance of the boats, 
and time was taken at che first stake from the 
shore side. It took the Scorpion 23 minutes 
and 4 seconds to cross the line at the outer 
crib, and the Druid followed 17 seconds later, 
having gained 20 seconds in the distance. 

The Druid Gains Rapidly. 

The sail before the wind, straight for the 
Lake View eri, was as pretty a sight as one 
might wish to see. The Druid gained a little, 
but the Scorpion with Capt. John Prindeville 
at the helm kept its nose pointed in the right 
direction, and got over water so rapidly that 
for a time the race was conceded it, even by 


the Druid’s friends. The Druid rounded tlie 


Lake View Crib at 3:08:36, 3 minutes and 47 
seconds in advance of its competitor, a gain of 
more than 4 minutes, counting in the 37 
seconds start obtained by the Scorpion. 

When both boats had rounded to for the 
return trip the Viva kept between the two and 
to the leeward. The Druid had up every inch 
of canvas it could carry and the heavy wind 
careened it over so the waves on two ocva- 
sions washed over thecabin and two men were 
kept busy bailimg water from the cock-pit. 
The Scorpion shipped considerable water, but 
not so much as the Druid. At the old crib 
there was a difference in time of six minutes 
and twenty-one seconds in favor of the Druid, 
and the Scorpion sailing around the old crib 
got in the lee of the wall and lost another 
minute, 

The race was won by the Druid before the 
third stake was rounded, and when the Viva 
hurried in to the point of finish it was only a 
question of time. The Druid rounded to and 
crossed the line at 4:35:26, and the cannon 
was fired, the various steamers set up 4 
monstrous whistling, while everybody in ear- 
shot cheered in honor of the victory. 

The Scorpion came in at 4:43:37, and was 
received with the same sort of cheering for it 
had proven its claim for bei a good sailot 
and a fast timemaker. The ruid, with all 
its bunting up, including a streamer with a 
big rooster, saluted the vanquished boat.

C. A. Brown. one of the owners of the Phan- 
tom, one of the four boats in the first race, 
was on the Viva yesterday, and during thetrip 
he arran ed with T. H. Shufeldt, a brother of 
the Druid’s owner, for a race next Saturday.

Railroad Officials Quite Confident That 
Drexel, Morgan & Company Made the 
Deal for the Vanderbilts—Interested Par- 
ties Disinclined to Talk About the Mat- 
ter—New York Dispatches Tend to Con- 
firm the Report—Reduced Kates for 
Meetings—Other Railway News. 


Considerable excitement was caused in 
railway circles by the announcement in yes- 
terday’s Tann that Jay Gould has relin- 
quished the control of the Union Pacific and 
that the New Torx banking firm of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. had acquired a majority of the 
stocks and bonds of that road, the Vander- 
bilts being the real power benind the throne. 
There are but few prominent railway officials 
in this city who have any doubt as regards the 
correctness of the report, although none of 
them have any positive information regarding 
the matter. It has been an open secret for 
some time past that Jay Gould was anxious 
to get rid of his Union Pacific elephant. He 
acquired the control of the road during the 
financial flurry last year and expected that he 
would be able to dispose of his holding at a 
large profit. All his calculations, however, 
were wrong, and Union Pacific stock has been 
a drug on the market ever since Gould came 
in control. 

Investors and speculators seemed to 
be afraid to touch it, having profited 
by their experience with Gould on pre- 
vious occasions. The stock went low 
er and lower until it reached lower 
figures than those at which Gould purchased 
it. The late decision of Judge Brewer in the 
Rock Isiand Omaha bridge case was the last 
straw that broke the camel’s back. That 
seems to have determined Gould to place the 
control in the hands of such strong parties as 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. and the Vanderbilts, 
feelihg certain that such action would cause 
confidence in the property and get it out of 
the slough of despond. 

Since it has become known to insiders that 
such a deal was being consummated Union 
Pacific has gone up considerably. It is not 
probable that Gould has parted with all his 
holdings in Union Pacific, and the improve- 
ments in the road’s securities, therefore, will 
greatly benefit him. He is supposed to retain 
enough interest in the road to give him 
a voice in its management, thus enabling him 
to protect the interest of the Missouri Pacific. 
Another reason why Gould was anxious to re- 
linquish control of the road is his impaired 
health, which prevents him from devoting such 
attention to the affairs of the company as 
tern be necessary to place it on a paying 

asis. 

The Vanderbilts have been anxious for sev- 
eral years past to acquire a cuntrolling inter- 
est in Union Pacific. The exclusive traffic 
contract made about two years ago between 
the Northwestern and the Union Pacific was 
the tirst intimation that the Vanderbilts were 
anxious to secure the property. The ousting 
of Charles Francis Adams from the manage- 
ment of the Union Pacific by Jay Gould 
placed a temporary check on the ambition of 
the Vanderbilts and they appear to have been 
only too anxious to embrace the present op- 
portunity to get control of the road and there- 
by strengthen the Chicago and Northwestern. 
That the Milwaukee and St. Paul will be al- 
lowed to come into the field is quite certain, 
as Drexel, Morgan & Co. are the prin- 
cipal holders of the sscurities of this road and 
rumors of an amalgamation of the interests 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern have been current for 
the last two years.

Finley Smiled Significantly. 

General Passenger Agents Fee, Davis, and 
Francis, who have been given a hearing in 
this city for the last three days in the matter 
of appeal of the Rock Island from Chairman 
Finley's decision fining the Rock Island $100 
for maliciously prosecuting the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé, the former being unable 
to substantiate the charge that the latter had 
sold a cut-rate ticket in violation of the agree- 
ment, submitted their decision yesterday to 
Chairman Finley, but the latter has not yet 
promulgated it. It could not be learned 
whether the arbitrators sustained Chairman 
Finley or not. The Santa Fé people seem to 
feel quite confident that the decision is in 
favor of Finley, because the latter smiled sig- 
nificantly when asked what the decision was. 
The Rock Island people, on the other hand, 
were inclined to think that the arbitrators had 
concluded that there was nothing malicious in 
the prosecution, but that they simply failed to 
secure sufficient evidence to substantiate their 
charge against the Santa Fé. 


Suggest a Compromise. 

Chairmen Midgley and Faithorn have pro- 
mulgated a decision regarding the question of 
giving Milwaukee the same rates on Texas 
traffic as prevailed from Chicago, which was 
referred to them several months ago. They 
do not give Milwaukee what it wanted, but 
suggest a compromise, which is to the effect 
that first a boundary should be defined, so as 
to fix the territory east of a line drawn from 
Milwaukee to Waukesha via the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, from Waukesha to Carey, IIL, 
through Burlington, Wis., via the Wisconsin 
Central, thence on an imaginary line to Elgin. 
thence to Aurora through St. Charles and 
Geneva, Then they would give the lines north 
of Chicago 30 per cent and those south 70 per 
cent of the rate to the Mississippi River, and 
thus compromise the dispute. 


Watermelons Were a Drug in the Market. 

Nzw Ortzans, La., Aug. 29.—[Special.]— 
The gorging of the fruit market with water- 
melons has about ended, and the season has 
peen pronounced troublesome and unprofit- 
able. At one time there were 100 cars of 
melons lying in the yards of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and the luscious edible 
was sold as low as a cent apiece, but lately 
the roads refused to receive any more of the 
fruit and it was left to rot in the fields of 
Alabama and Georgia. The trouble was 
caused by overplanting, induced by the profit- 
able character of the melon crop of last year.

Grandiloquent Talk of the Young New Or- 
leans Attorney About a Famous Claim. 
New Oruzans, La., Aug. 29.— Special.! — 

The famous Edwards claim for many million 
dollars worth of property in New York City 
is stillan interesting subject of discussion 
here. Referring to a recent publication in 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of an interview 
with Dr. Chancellor, Harry L. Edwards, a 
bright young lawyer of this city, says: My 
great grandfather, who was a brothér of Rob- 
ert Edwards, moved from New York to Fairfax 
County, Va., in 1776, and for ten years occu- 
pied the farm which, in 1861, was the battle- 
field of Bull Run.

He is not in it, and 1 have 
letters from his branch of the Edwards fami- 
ly admitting that they have no share in the 
inheritance.

Failure of the Crops and the Pangs of Star- 

vation Drive the Poor Serfs to Open Re- 

bellion—Every County jo Europe Short 


of Cereal Products—Enéouraging Re- 


ports from Aimerican Farmers—South 
and North Dakota, Iowa, and Michigan 
Crops in Fine Condition.

Lonpon, Aug. 28.—The harvest prospects of 
England and Western Europe are much black- 
er than ever, and last week’s estimates of 
wheat deficiencies are largely increased. En- 
gland is simply delugedjwith rain. The floods 
in some parts were so severe as to sweep cattle 
and sheep from the mountain sides into the 
river. There comes the same story from Ire- 
land. and France: Terrible destruo- 
tion of cereal crops and harvest operations en- 
tirely suspended. British farmers with small 
holdings see nothing but ruin starmg them in 
the face next winter. Dornbusch today says 
the official figures will probably put the wheat 
crop of Europe this year at least 280,000,000 
bushels beiow last year’s crop. France is pre- 
eminently the greatest sufferer; then Russia, 
then E . Stories of bitter distress and 
starvation are confined to Russia. 

Thursday at midnight the imperial decree 
forbidding the export.of rye went into force, 
and the Russian frontier was completely 
closed. Reports from Dantzic state that all 
the grain announced got safely over. Front- 
ier consignments of rye for Kunigsberg were 
not so fortunate, a considerable quantity aot 
getting through, From the point of view of 
the peasantry the order was. too long delayed. 
They have seen vast quantities of food which 
would have kept them from starvation hurried 
out of the country for the profit of grain mer- 
chants and for the benefit of Germans. They 
have been in no mind to submit patiently to 
the loss. The law has been too slow for them. 
They have set themselves accordmgly to an- 
ticipate it, and the grain mots which took 
place in several parts of Russia indicate the 
popular anger and impatience. At Orel, Vite- 
bok, Dunaburg, and other stations along the 
line leading to the frontier there were out- 
bursts of violence calling for the interposition 
of the military. Trucks loaded with corn for 
exportation were seized.by the mob and 
emptied of their precious freight. 


The most grave of these riots was at Vite- 


bok. For some time the ridters had their 
own way. A small body of soldiers on guard 
at the railway station were unable to cope 
with the mob. The railway servants were as- 
saulted and beaten. A hundred trucks of 
grain secured by the official seal were broken 
up and the contents scattered about the line. 


An attack was made on the house of a rich 


Jewish grain merchant and it was plundered, 
the lowest class of the yt eager taking the 
most prominent part. This deea of vengeance 
and disturbance was at last quelled, but not 
until fresh troops called from camp had fired 
on the mob with ball and cartri kill:

Most of them had 
not touched a morsel of bread for a week. 
With distorted features and glarmg eyes they 
gazed at me. Many of them were only able 
to stretch out thgir hands for the food offered 
them. A few weed had strength enough to eat 
it. They generally die before mR comes. 
The longer I remained in the village the 
more misery I discovered. Outside the houses, 
in front of the church, and other places were a 
number of pale, emaciated, sickly people in 
hunger-stricken groups, such as are seen only 
where famine reigns. Some were quite 
apathetic and seemed utterly indifferent to all 

was going on around them. They were 
evidently resigned to their fate. Others raved 
in despair, moving abvut and gesticulating 
wildly, crying * Bread, bread; do not let us 
starve. Mothers whose children have suc- 
cumbed to hunger wandered through the vil- 
lage weeping aloud for the lost ones. Every- 
thi eatable has long since disappeared. 
While vegetables and berries could be 
obtained the people managed to live. 
At last even that resource was exhausted, and 
the villagers gathered lime tree leaves, which 
they dried, pounded in mortars, and made 
into pulp. For a fortnight they had nothing 
else to eat, but of course that could not serve 
as a substitute for bread. Little help is forth- 
coming, Death has begun its work of havoc, 
and the mortality has mcreased tosuch slarm- 
ing proportions that in one locality out of 150 
families forty-seven died of hunger. In sev- 
eral districts the population is decimated by 
sickness. The situation is much worse than 
the Russian press is allowed to tell.“

„They are in a sorry plight in Germany,“ he 
said, for not only are -unable to get ‘the 
usual supplies of rye: from Russia, but the 
potato crop is turning out badly. Potatoes 
are greatly used as an article of consumption, 
and the result is that Germany has to buy 
more breadstuffs to make up the deficiency in 
the potato crops. Reports received from 


Germany speak badly of the state of things, 


though the German Government is trying to 
conceal it. The outlook is dark.“ 

A Liverpool correspondent says the quan- 
tity of wheat and flour now offered, destined 
for Great Britain, is estimated at 2,161,000 
quarters, which compared with this time last 
year shows an immense falling off.

Loxpox. Aug. 29.— The whole world \s fa- 
miliar with the immense sensation caused by 
the mysterious suicide of the Crown Prince 
Rudolph of Austria and the young Baronne 
Marie DéVetzera. So many rumors were 
circulated at the time concerning the young 
girl that her mother, Baroness DeVetzera, 
resolved that the whole truth should be known, 
aud to this end edited and personally ap- 
proved the story which follows: 

The story itself was put into the form of a 
volume and fifty copies only were printed, in- 
tended to be circulated privately among the 
immediate members of the court. The printer 
was John N. Vérnay of Vienna. The Emperor, 
however, learned of the intended publication 
and orders were immediately issued which 
caused the seizure of the volumes and every 
one of them was destroyed. The manu- 
script copy, however, escaped destruction and 
it reads as follows: 

At first such was the crushing effect of the 
Mayerling catastrophe that it was impossible 
for those who were struck by it to make 
known the full and entire truth of the tragic 
event. It took them quite unawares, and the 
first news they received was overwhelming, as 
those who were nearest and dearest to the 
young lady were totally ignorant both of what 
had taken place and what had brought it 
about. Even when calumny raised its | head 
and found its way into the press the sorrow of 
the family stood in the way of full explana- 
tions being given. It would now, however, 
lack consideration for both the living and the 
dead and compromise both right and truth 
were an answer longer deferred to the num- 
berless errors and willful misstatements which 
have been set afloat since the catastrophe. 
The events which found-such a terrible de- 
nouement at Mayerling have hitherto re- 
mained a secret, as well guarded as though 
they were in the sole keeping of the 
dead. Only bit by bit had the rela- 
tives of the victims been able to pen: 
etrate the mystery, and, although it is 
painful and agonizing in the extreme to pub- 
lish to the world a secret which has hitherto 
been kept so well, yet it is necessary for those 
in whose keeping it is to make the sacrifice 
and likewise necessary that it should be done 
-without the least reticence in order to put an 


. end to fahehood and calumpy, for neither the 


solemnity of death nor the terrible misfortune 
which so suddenly fell upon awhole family 
has been able to put a stop to them thus far. 


Furthermore, it is necessary to give facts be- 


cause it might be thought there were good 
reasons for fearing to give them publicity. 


Let us then render full and complete homage 


to truth by which means justice shall be done 
to the living, while, on the other hand, the er- 
rors of the dead shall not be made greater 
than they in reality, were.

Her mother fondly 
embraced her and entreated her to listen to 
reason and cast away all her foolish ideas, at 
the same time repressing her anxiety at the 
mischief which might result from having sent 
the cigarette-holder. 

At noon Countess Larish called and said the 
Prince had paid her a visit during the morn- 
ing and she had told him that the cigarette- 
holder which he had received had been sent 
him by a married friend ot hers, who now 
wished to gain possession of it. The Prince 
smiled at this, and said that he would 
prefer to keep it. Countess Larish then 
‘assured the Baroness that she need have no 
eause for anxiety, because the Prince had no 
idea who sent the present, but as a still fur- 


ther safeguard if the Baroness so desired she 


would call in company with Marie at Rodecks 
and have the bill made out in her own name 
in order to baffle any attempts that might be 
made to discover the real purchaser. 
Baroness liked this idea much, and it was 
agreed that the committee should go to the 
jeweler’s together. 

In accordance with this Countess Larish did 


call the next morning, the Baronne left with 
her, and never returned to her home alive. 


The Part the Countess Played. 


Before entering a detailed account of the 
terrible dénofiment which followed this flight 
from home it will be necessary to say a few 
words respecting the part Countess Larish 
played in facilitating the personal intercourse 
between the Baronne Marie and the Crown 
Prince. 

The chivalric character and the good looks 
of the heir-upparent had developed in Marie a 
kind of worship for him before she really met 
him. She didn’t conceal her feelings on this 
point, but she was considered so young that 
no notice was taken of what her family re- 
garded as a juvenile.infatuation. During the 
summer of 1888 the two met frequently at the 
races and what had been admiration until 
then on the part of Marie soon shaped itself 
into love. At this time she wrote an intimate 
friend that she thought the Prince had taken a 
great deal of notice of her; but the following 
month of June the course of her infatuation 
was mterrupted by a trip her family took to 
England, where they remained for several 
months. 

This change of scene had the temporary ef- 
fect of somewhat settling Marie’s nerves; but 
no sooner had she returned to 
her foolish sentirgeuts 


made her blind to the risks she was running, 
and fatally, irresistibly she was led to the sac- 
rifice on the shrine of love all she possessed— 
youth, honor, life itself. 

Cunningly concealing br feelings from her 
family, beyond being courteous to the Prince 
in public places, races, theaters, etc., she so 


controlied the incidents of her life that they | 


passed without the slightest apparent impor- 
tance to her friends. | 

Inasmuch as Marie and the Prince gave no 
evidence of any considerable personal ac- 
quaintance her actions never laid her open to 
censure or suspicion until the beginning of 
January, 1889, when certain events tending to 
show that the two were in constant communi- 
cation occurred, and then only immedigtely 
before the -atastrophe. 

Tne following narrative, which shows the 
birth and growth of the intimacy between the 
two, reposes for its facts upon the letters writ- 
ten by Marie to an intimate friend and on 
verbal statements and confessions made by 
her femme de chambre, the truth of which 
cannot be disputed. Baronne Marie would 
never have become personally acquainted 
with Prince Rudolph, would never have 
her secret interviews with him, and the terri- 
ble denouement would never have taken 
place if the Countess Larish had not perpe- 
trated the hateful deed of bringing the Prince 
and Marie together unknown to the 
latter’s mother. After the first meeting, 
instead of rebuking Marie, Countess Larish 
became their intermediary. It was she who 
told the Prince that Marie loved him; she 
who handled the letters written by both Marie 
and the Prince, and finally she who abused 
the confidence placed in her by the mother 
and conducted the poor girl to the imperial 
palace. 

At the Race Meeting. 

Before recounting the occurrences of their 
first meeting it is well to refer to the impres- 
sions produced on Marie’s mind by the atten- 
tions the Prince paid her during the race 
meeting. As has already been stated the 
Hirst mention by Marie of her attachment 
for the Prince was made in the spring 
of 1888, Each time that she met her idol she 
would say to her femme de chambre: 

J have seen the Prince today and he was 
beautiful.“ 


When such meetings took place on the 


prato she would say: 

„He thanked me so gracefully with glances 
from his beautiful eyes. 

On the eve of her departure for England an 
intimate friend of Marie noticed that she 
seemed despondent, and when asked the 
cause of it she cried bitterly and declared that 
she would prefer a serious illness to keep her 
home to being well enough to go away. 
Her friend urged her strongly to relinquish 
her foolish attachment, but Marie replied ve- 
hemently: I shall never love another; 
pledge you my word.”’ 

On her return from England Marie, in con- 
versation with this same friend, made the fol- 
lowing remark :. 

* Do not think I have forgotten him; I am 
more passionately fond of him than ever.”’ 

When she again met the Prince at the races 
which was shortly after her return, she seem 
to regain all her former happiness. It was 
for her he came so frequently to the 
races, where in times gone by he 
only occasionally attended the meetings, 
Formerly he would pass through the Prater 
hurrtedly; he now promenaded up and down 
with the ostensible view of meeting her. 
Often ms carriage would come 175 so close to 
hers that her coachman would have to stop, 
and she could not help blushing violently up- 
on these occasions. She felt dazed, and it 
was only by a superhuman effort that she 
managed to answer her mother when the lat- 
ter questioned her as she sat beside her in 
the carriage. Towards the end of October, 1888, 
Marie received a registered letter from the 
Prince. In this letter, as Marie afterwards told 
her friend, the Prince admitted a strong de- 
sire to meet her, and expr the wish that 
the meeting might occur in the Prater. She, 
however, obj to this as impossible, as she 
could not leave home unaccompan but 
she immediately wrote telegra to 
Countess Larish to come to Vienna at once,

Promise me that you will not mention these in- 
cidents to my sister or mamma, for if either came 
to know about it I should be obliged to commit 
suicide, 

Inscription on a Photograph. 
. This first meeting took place in November 
1888, the day on which Baronne, Marie, and 
Count Larish were photographed together. 
One of these photographs was sent to Marie’s 
friend, and bore on its back under her signa- 
ture these words: 

This day, for the first time, have 1 been to the 
Prince. 

A few days later Marie wrote again to her 
friend a letter from which the following ex- 
tract is taken: ’ 

Countess Larish has gone and now I cannot see 
him. I shall fret until she returns; although she 

romised to come back shortly I am counting the 

ours, for since she left Ihave neitber seen or 
spoken to him. My love has grown night and 
day, and I am trying to devise means for meeti 
him. But this without the Countess Larish 
fear is impossible. 

According to the statements of the femme 
de chambre Countess Larish went out with 
Marie after the above interview had taken 
place and Marie saw the Prince, but it is im- 
possible to say whether the Countess was or 
was not present. 

In the interval letters were exchanged be- 
tween the two, these to the Prince being ad- 
dressed in the care of his valet and sent by 
commissionaires. At first Marie sent letters 
to the Prince direct, but for obvious reasons 
this mode of communication was discarded. 
On the other hand, the Prince directed his 
letters to Marie’s femme de chambre, through 
the medium of the commissionaires, and sub- 
Ale by the servants belonging to the 

urg. 3 

From the correspondence exchanged be- 
tween Marie and her friends, there is no doubt 
that from this moment frequent meetings be- 
tween the Prince and herself took place, eitner 
been 11 in the morning and 1 in the afternoon 
orin the course of afternoon between 2 
and 5 o’clock. Her pretext for leaving her 
—.— was a shopping excursion with Countess 


At this time Marie wrote her friend that 
Countess Larish had again left Vienna, but 
that her lover had begaed her to come and see 
him, nevertheless, as he could not live without 
seeing “her. She then visited the Prince at 
the burg, time after time, in the evening be- 
tween 7 and 9 o’clock. These visits were nec- 
essarily irregular, as Marie could only leave 
her home on such nights as her mother and 
sister had gone to the opera. 

~~ Other Meetings with the Prince. 

During the ~~ pert of December the lov- 
ers rarely met, and Marie during this time con- 
tinually alluded to her aversion (o Wagnerian 
music. This, of course, was a maneuver on 
her part calculated to justify her absence from 
the Wagnerian performances, which were 
shortly to take place, These performances 
began Dec. II with Rheingold. Her mother 
and sister having gone to the opera that even- 
ing she quickly repaired to the Marotkamer- 
gasse, where the Prince’s carriage was await- 
ing her. On arriving at the burg she crossed 
the Augustenergasse, where the valet de cham- 
bre met her and conducted her to the Prince’s 
apartments and took her back home again at 

9 o’clock, her mother knowing nothing of her 
escapade. 

There were other meetings also when Marie 
went out with the Countess Larish between 2 
and 5 o’clock in the afternoon, or sometimes 
earlier—between 10:30 and 1. According to 
letters that passed between Marie and her 
friend, these meetings were rather frequent, 
and this would lead to suppose that Countess 
Larish arranged a rendezvous with the Prince 
before 2 for Marie. ‘ 

Nor did the Countess always accompany 
Marie to the burg, but often left her behind 
at the Grand Hotel, where the hackney coach- 
man, Bratfish, was awaiting her and drove 
her to the burg and back again. Upon one 
occasion Countess Larish went with her as 
far as the Lindengasse, where Bratfish was 
in attendance and drove Marie alone 
to Schoenbrunn, bringing her back to the 
Lindengasse, where. Gountess Larish was 
awaiting her return. The evening of Jan. 4, 
while her mother was at the theater, Marie 
went out to meet the Prince, but did not have 
time to visit the burg. Their interview took 
place, and the Prince afterward put in his ap- 
pearance at the opera toward 9 o’clock. 

According tothe femme de chambre the 
lovers met a fewdays before in the same 
avenue in the presence of Countess Larish, 
although their other interviews, arranged by 
the Countess, took place at the palace. 

How the Interviews Were Arranged. 

It is absolutely necessary to give briefly an 
account of the manner in which these interviews 
were arranged in order to show how they 
could have taken place without the knowledge 
of the Baroness. It may be thought that such 
explanations are useless if given for the pur- 
pose of protecting the Baroness against the 
foul accusation that she was cognizant of the 
true state of affairs with her daughter, for the 
stern attitude she adopted Jan. 26 should be 
sufficient to refute the calumnies leveled 
against her as a woman and mother, Even if 


the Baroness could not produce witnesses, it is 


impossible that any honorable woman would 
countenance such e subversion of morality. 
Both the letters of Marie to her friends and 
her verbal communications have already 
shown that her love blinded her to absolute 
submission to the will of the Prince. At 
times her letters reflected melancholy and 
lurking ideas of suicide, but in her intercourse 
with her friends and her family she never al- 
lowed such somber ideas to appear on the sur- 
face. On the contrary, she displayed consid- 
siderable animal spirits and exuberance. In 
her letters and her conversations the Prince 


was her ali-pervading subject, the guiding star 


of her life, prized above all things. She wrote 
that without him she could not live, for he 
was her God, her all. She sent to her friends 
a copy of a letter the Prince had written to her 
in which he.cautioned her to be prudent, for 
he could not live without -her, and he would 
be driven mad if anythi occurred to pre- 
vent him seeing her. The Prince’s letters 
filled her with joy, and she seemed to be pos- 
sessed of a burni desire to communicate 
these letters to her friends, but Countess Lar- 
ish always took them from her, in order, as 
she alleges, to prevent any imprudence with 
them on her part. 

In another letter she alludes to a gift by the 
Prince of an engagement ring on the inner 
circle of which was the following inscription: 
“I, L. B. E. J. D. T.“ She did not quite un- 
derstand the significanee of tnese letters until 
later, when the Prince explained that they 
meant, United in Love Until Death.” 


Contained a Drop of His Blood. 
Around her neck he encircled a chain and

wrote upon one occasion:

Again she wrote that she was having her 
photograph taken. Two large ones were for 
the Prince and she would seid Hermine a 
small one, and added that she hoped these 
would be the last she would ever have made. 
To the question by Hermine as to where she

8 trifles, she simply answered that the 

rince had no other wish than to live ex- 
clusively for her. | 


These two photographs to which she refers. 


were, in fact, the last that she ever had taken, 
and her orders to her femme de chambre were 
that the negative should be destroyed so that 
the Prince should be the only possessor of her 
picture, 

Could Not Leave the Prince, 


Her friend, Hermine, finally remonstrated 
with her, earnestly implo 
end to the intimacy with the ce. In view 
of the high rank occupied she felt that 
trouble would certainly follow. This seemed 
to have some effect on Marie, and she 
answered that she would diseuss this point 
with the Prince himself. She evidently dia 80 
at once, for within a few days she wrote that 
such a course would make him unhappy, and 
she was determined at all costs to continue the 
intimacy. 

The second week in January she wrote: 

Dear Hermine: I must iy make a confes- 
sion which will doubtless

This letter ended with the usual injunction 
not to communicate its contents to her 
mother. This letter reached its. destination 
during the second week of January. It is not 
dated, but evidently written on the 14th of 
thut month. In the calendar that she used 
fur the purpose of noting her interviews with 
the Prince the space allotted to the 13th of 
January contains an unusual mark. This day 
she begged leave to remain at home, as she 
expected a visit from Countess Larish. ‘Instead 
of remaining at home, Never, she paid a 
visit to the Prince and, as has already been 
stated, in a condition of nervous excitement 
and remarked to her femme de chambre that 
she should not have gone to the burg that 
night, for hereafter she would have to defer to 
the will of another. 

A few meeti took place after the 13th. 
It was on Jan. 15 that the golden cigarette 
holder was purchased, and same evening 
after the inscription, “‘Quinze Janvier, Grace 
A la destinne, had been engraved upon the 
gift, the femme brought it to her, together 
with a receinted bill ing no name. In-

Just Before the Suicidd. 

This brings us now back to the days im- 
mediately preceding the suicide, and we will 
return and take up the thread of our story. 
On the Friday night, Jan. 25, after the 
femme removed arie’s. skates, she also 
accompanied her mistress to the fortune teller. 
As has been said she came home in a disor- 
ganized condition of mind and retired at once 
to her room. She could not, however, refrain 
from telling her friend Hermine the result of 
her visit, and she quoted the fortune-teller as 
saying to her, O, there is an omen here.” 
She said: Then she looked at me fixedly 
and went on in ‘the most serious way to tell 
me that I would die soon; that my death 
would cause a great deal of trouble in my 
family; that. she thought [ would commit 
suicide. I assed her how long I had to live, 
and to this she replied that 1 was too young to 
receive such a communication and she would 
only give that information to a third party. 
From this moment I felt anxious. A sinister 
presentiment took possession of me, and I 
felt relieved when the old crone ceased speak- 
ing. Nevertheless, I am desirous of knowing 
when I am to die, and I asked my femme to 
question the fortune-teller on the subject. She 
has promised to do so, Later I said to m 
femme: ‘Good God! how feverish I am. 
cannot rid my mind of that gypsy’s predic- 
tion.. 

The next day Marie informed her maid she 
had not slept all night. The prophetic words 
of the fortune- teller haun her, and she 
again asked the maid to go to the woman and 
find out what she meant, but the femme final- 
ly became frightened and refused to go. 


First Appearance in Society. 


The incidents related at the beginning of 
this story took place the following day, and 
terminated in the visit of Countess Larish to 
Rodeck’s, the jeweler. 

As the Baroness had been calmed and her 
fears set at rest Marie begged her mother to 
allow her to continue her outings with Count- 
ess Larish. This being her sole recreation her 
mother consented, and that afternoon the two 
went out, not returning until quite late. The 
same evening the Baroness and her two 
daughters attended the ball at the German 
Embassy. This was Marie’s first appearance 
in society, and her mother noticed that the at- 
tention Of the Prince to her youngest daughter 
was marked. On the way home Marie ob- 
served that Count Hoyos informed her that a 
hunt meeting was to be held the next day at 
Wiener Wahid. She was was much concerned 
over the loss of a sapphire belonging in a 
bracelet she had worn that evéning, and 
which had been a gift of the Prince, but un- 
derstood by her mother to have been from 
Countess rish. Eventually this gem was 
found at the embassy and return to the 
Baroness after Marie had left her home never 
to come back, 

The morning after the ball—Jan. 28—Marie 
and the Countess Larish left the house in their

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carriage at 11:30, as had previously been ar- 
to go to Rodeck’s. An hour later 
Countess Larish returned alone, She rus 
breathless and excited into the presence of the 
Baroness, exciaiming: 
have lost her. She stole away from me;

The Baroness becoming more and more 
anxious, and not knowing in what direction to 
turn for information or whom, to apply to for 
help or advice, thought of inquiring for the 
whereabouts of the Prince, 

Ignorance as to Mayerling’s Location. 


She did not dare to sent direct to the burg 
and so Countess Larish offered to undertake

turned with the information that her maid 


had learned that the Prince was at Mayerling 
with the entire household. When telling this 
Countess Larish feigned ignorance as to where 
Mayerl was situated and asked the Baron- 
ess if she knew where it was. 

It had now become so late that the Baroness 
retired, although not to sleep, and after pass- 
ing a restless and painful night she arose the 
next morning, Tuesday, Jan. 29, deter- 
mined to go with her brother to the Chief of 
Police. Countess Larish left the same morning 
for her country-seat at Pardubetz. 

When the Baroness saw the Chief of Police 
she told him all she knew of her age egal 
disappearance and declared, although she had 
not originally attached much importance to 
her daughter’s admiration for the Prince, now 
she was convin he had something to do 
with the mysterious disappearance.

Then placing a slip of paper in 0 
dhe 4 added : “This is what he 
said, but this statement gives no fresh infor- 
mation.

The Baroness answered that she had no 
right to suspect the good faith of the Countess, 
as their acquaintance had extended over a pe- 
riod of fifteen years. 

Thereupon the Chief said if the Baroness 
would make an official declaration of the 
facts he would in due time communicate the 
result of the investigation, but only in so far 
as the investigation did nut touch the person 
of the Prince. If the Prince was in any way 
implicated he would have to shut his eyes. 

he Baroness then filed a declaration and 
requested the chief to keep the matter as much 
secret as possible, handing him at the same 
time a photograph of her daughter. 

As hour succeeded hour and the unfortunate 
mother became more and more excited, a 
friend advised her to see Count Taafe, Presi- 
dent of the Council, or even the Emperor 
himself. Under this advice the Baroness 
called upon the Premier and stated the case to 
him. He informed her that he had already 
been made acquainted with the whole affair 
by the Chief of Police, and he thought it were 
better, as it was then so late, that she allow 
the matter to rest until after the great. court 
dinner, which was to take place that evening. 
Then he would adopt some line of action as to 
what had better be done. 

„Even if Prince Rudolph does not attend 
the dinner, Count Taafe declared. that will 
not be sufficient to justify any suspicion of his 
conduct.

Countess Larish’s True Character.

THE PROSPECTS FOR PEACE IN EU- 
ROPE ARE NOT BRIGHT. 


Movements of the Troops That Indicate a 
Crisis Is Close at Hand—How Ex-Pre- 
mier Crispi of Italy Views the Alliance 
Between France and Russia—Selection 
of the Next Pope—News and Gossip from 
Over the Sea, 

[ePECIAL CABLE. | 

Lownon, Aug. 29.—The hopes for the per- 
manency of European peace have already 
been displaced by fears which are based on a 
number of significant facte pointing to an 
early war. 

The German Government is watching with 
nervous anxiety the massing of Russian 
troops along its frontier, and has found it 
necessary to add $18,000,000 florins to the war 
budget in order to increase the effective 


| strength of the artillery and infantry. 


Letters from acute military observers at 
Odessa concur in statements of the un- 
precedented activity in the military 
depots of Bessarabia, the amount 
of eavalry there being especially 
astonishing. The camps along the Russo- 
Roumanian frontier constantly refill with 
troops passing toward points unknown. Aus- 
tria is on its guard against a sudden declara- 
tion of war, followed by the dash of myriads 
of enemy across the frontier. 

The same feeling of distrust and uncertainty 
exists in Buigaria, and the government is 
keeping a close watch on Servia, where, under 
the cover of the yearly maneuvers, the reserves 
are rising around Pirat, and two brigades are 
massed between Pirat and Nisschi. All this 
18 responded to by the sudden calling out of 
the Bulgarian reserves for practice with the 
Manulicher rifles. 

Add to this the colossal character of the 
French maneavers and the similar demonstra- 
tions in Italy, Austria, and Germany, and it is 
only natural to find @ recurrence of the war 
scare. 

The Viceroy of India, Lord Lansdowne, 
will send to Cabul an envoy, attended by a 
large military staff, who are destined to co- 
operate with the Afghans in reconstructing 
the defenses of Herat.

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TEXAS COLONEL FIGURES IN A

A Frenchman Who Made Trouble for Him 
* on a Train He Has Arrested and Im- 
prisoned on the Charge of Being a Spy 
Gossip Concerning Americans in Paris 
and Elsewhere—Bernhardat’s Proposed 
Trip in a Special Steamer—News by

- Lowpon, Aug. 22.—Tom Ochiltree has im- 
ized himselfin Germany. A few days 
the Colonel, accompanied by Mr. Belvin 
and wife of Chicago, started from Carlsbad on 
the way to Homburg. When about to enter 
the train several Frenchmen made a rush to 
get in before them. One fat Frenchman, 
more eager than the others, seized Mr. Belvin 
by the coat-tail and tried to hold, him back. 
Mr. Belvin, who was angry, and who would 
ve thrashed the fellow but for the presence 
of his wife, simply pushed him back. When 
the Americans had entered the compartment 
the Frenchmen grew more insulting, and the 
situation became red-hot. , 
Ochiltree boiled over with rage, and, though 
ra while peace brooded over the scene, it 
was only apparent peace. Down in the depths 
of the great Texas Colonel’s bosom a storm of 
ion He smiled, but only a lion’s 
smile before leaping upon his prey. 

„We've got to do something to teach that 
rufflan a lesson, said Ochiltree to Belvin; 
“something that will make him remember 
this little meeting as long as he lives. Just 

let me think and I will get up a plan.“

„Je got it,“ he said; we'll have him ar- 
rested as a French spy.” 

He rubbed his hands and chuckled. 

Ochiltree then went forward to another part 
of the train where were two German officers 
and soon engaged in conversation with them. 
As the Colonel talked there was a look of as- 
tonishment on their faces, and the officers 
grew pale. Ochiltree told them that the fat 
Frenchman had been taking notes about the 
German fortifications, had been acting in a 
suspicious way, and had been making in- 
quiries about the military defenses of Ger- 
many. 

Both officers were excited and begged the 
Colonel to continue the details. The Colonel 
gave them all the details they could wish and 
then calied Mr. Belvin to prove his statements. 

Didn't they take notes about the fortifica- 
tions? asked iltree. 

Mr. Belvin, who could hardly keep a 

ight face, tried to look serious. 

He certainly in a suspicious way,“ 
said he. Of vourse he talked in French and 
I could not understand him.“ 

When the train reached Wurtzburg two offi- 
cers ruslied from the train in terrific excite- 
ment. Among the officials at the station there 
was a rush to look at the fat Frenchman, whv 
grew red in the face and looked suspiciously 
at Ochiltree. The Colonel smiled a calm, 
happy smile. Suddenly the fat Frenchman 
was o leave the train with his wife 
and child and was placed under arrest. His 
baggage was taken from the train and held 

at the station. Frenchman protested 
that he was innocent, but the German officers 
shook their heads and rolled their eyes. The 

risoner was furious, but was taken off and 

ked up, while Ochiltree and Belvin contin- 
ued on their way rejoicing. Belvin is now in 
London, Ochiltree 1sin Homburg, and so far as 
can be learned the Frenchman is still locked 
upand no one is allowed to communicate 
with him. Ochiltree says the waters of Hom- 
burg never tasted so pleasant before.

About the shore of the lake age clustered 
many effective cottages, those of President

F. C. Harnel, and others bemg conspicuous. 
Few of these cottages are pretentious, but 
they are all in good taste and are generally 
clever éxamples of summer architecture. 

Perils of Lake Navigation. 

Several wheezy and more or less rickety 
steamboats which sadly suffer for want of 
paint ply between the Orleans and West 
Okoboje at the far end of the lake-chain.

Davy Jones’ locker. 

But when one finally lands on the shore of 
West Okoboji it is a 1 delight. The 
lake is the largest in the series. Its shores 
are bold and irregular, dented with charmi 
bays, punctuated by ru romentories 1n 
headlines, which stand out in miniature ag- 
gressiveness. The water is as tender as the 
sky in shade, the breezes blow upon it with a 
kindly playfulness. In places the lake is 250 
feet deep and you fish for pickerel with a hun- 
dred and fifty feet of line. 

Arnold’s Park is the hotel which affords 
shelter to the wayfarer here. It is a somewhat 
tum ble-down building set in a grand old ve 
of great trees. If it were not for the popularity 
of Manager Hill it would possess less charm. 
His skill as host makes up for every 
fault, When one approaches the 
house he is apt to hear a noise 
which leads him to believe the famous Spirit 
Lake massacre is being reénacted with some 
new features and modern improvements in 
the way of noise.

ELEVATING THE RAILROAD TRACKS. 

The Council committee which was directed 
to investigate the question of elevating the 
tracks of the railroads which enter the city 
has prepared a report recommending that all 
the roads be required to do this in the, course 
of time, but that an immediate beginning be 
made with the Illinois Central, the Rock Is- 
land, and the Lake Shore. It is understood 
that the first of these will be obliged to raise 
its tracks owiug to the demands of the World's 
Fair business, and that the last two will not 
object to doing so. 

Some Aldermen are insisting that the Coun- 
cil should make but one bite of the cherry, 
and that it should pass an ordinance calling 
on all the roads to raise their tracks instanter 
—not only those which are ready to do so, but 
also those which are not. One objection to 
such à policy as that would be that it would 
accomplish nothing. It would be, therefore, 
in the interest of those roads which are satis- 


, fied with the present system and do not wish 


todepart from it. Whenever the Council tries 
to do a great deal it does nothing. It can get | 
ahead only when it takes one step at a time. 

An attempt to force all of the roads to raise 
their tracks now would be fruitless, There is 
no strong public sentiment to exert a pres- 
sure on the But supposing that the three 
roads mentioned in the report of the commit- 
tee do lift their tracks up in the air within the 
limits specified by it. When the work has 
been finished the exact cost per mile will be 
known. It will be seen how the railroad bus- 
iness adapts itself to the new conditions. The 
people, on foot or in teams, will enjoy the 
luxury of absolute safety at certain points 
which are now exceedingly dangerous. They 
will insist emphatically that they shall have 
the same perfect safety at other points of dan- 
ger, and they will bring to bear a pressure 
which will force reluctant roads to terms. The 
latter having learned from the experience of 
other lines precisely what this track elevating 
will cost and how it can be done best, will not 
be as unwilling as they are now to undertake 
it. Divide and qonquer is the motto to be 
taken for this campaign. 

It is said that it would not be legal to re- 
quire three roads to raise their tracks and not 
call on the others to do the same thing at the 
same time—that it would be special and not 

encral legislation. This point is not well 
en. It is sufficient for the Council to de- 
lare that all the roads shall raise their tracks 
at some time in the future, at such varying 
times as the public necessities demand. It is 
admittedly necessary that some roads should 
do it sooner than others. Some should do it 
‘at once; with others there is no objection to a 
little delay. As to which road should raise its 
tracks at once, and which next year, that is a 
matter which is within the discretion of the 
Council. It is the judge of the facts. 
So there ought to be no hesitation on the 


: part of the Council. It should concur in the 


report of the committee as soon as it reassem- 
bles, and take this first and most important 
step toward making crossings safe. But it 
will not be wise to expect too much of the 
Aldermen. Many of them will proceed first 
to investigate the subject and find out whether 
there is anything in it for thew.“ If they 
think there is they will fight off action till 
they get it. If they think a road wants to 
raise its tracks they will make it pay for the 
privilege. Ifthey think it does not, and is 
willing to pay something to be let off from 
doing so, they will put the screws ou it, and 
make it pay for exemption. 


WAGES IN CHICAGO AND ITALY. 

A committee of the Trade and Labor Union 
has been continuing its investigations regard- 
ing the wages paid to and manner of employ- 
ment of certain classes of workingwomen in 
this city. Ithas found as on previous occa- 
sions women and girls huddled together in 
small, badly ventilated, and dirty rooms. It 
has found children there whose place is in a 
school rather than a workshop, and it has 
found many persons getting low wages and 
working long hours. 

If the committee chooses it can do much 
good, for many of the things which have at- 
tracted ite attention.can be remedied by its 
members. The laws and ordinances provide 
for the regulation of the sanitary condition of 
the places where people work. Any demand 
on the part of a labor organization for the en- 
forcement of State or city regulations in uny 
particular case will meet with prompt atten- 
tion. The workers are entitled to pure air, 
sufficient light, and healthy surroundings, and 
the committee can see that they have 
them. It can see that the children who 
ought to be at school are sent there. 
It is in the power of the committee 
to notify any workingwomen of their rights 
secured them by law, and to tell them where 
to turn for relief if they have been cheated out 
of any part of the small sums their employers 
promised to pay them. The committee may, 
perhaps, show them how to dispense with 
middlemen and deal directly with the manu- 
facturers. Could it do that, they would get 
better pay than they do now. 

The committee ran across an Italian woman 
on the West Side who said she got a cent and 
a half apiece for “finishing’’ coats, atid.

|] wages earned by women who work at the 


tailoring trade at home are 16 cents a day and 
gitls get 8 cents. The hours of labor are 
twelve in summer and ten in winter. The 
women working in the cotton, paper, and 
' woolen mills of Genoa get from 14 to 30 cents 
a day. 

| Nor are these low wages offset by the lower 
cost of provisions. Bacon is 18 cents a pound, 
ham 36, pork 18, mutton 13, cheese 27, butter 
84, and flour $7.50 a barrel. Rent takes fully 
as large a proportion of the income as here. 
So it is harder to live in Italian than in Amer- 
. ican cities. The worker is always much nearer 
to the starvation point. That is why the well- 
paid workingmen who have been making these 
inquiries are expressing far more indignation 
about these low wages than are those who 
receive them. This is due to the fact that the 
latter are better paid and live more comforta- 
bly than they did at home.

She is to be constructed on such lines as to 
give the greatest, power of resistance to the 
ice floes—with sides not perpendicular, but 
sloping from bulwarks to keel, so that the ice 
will not crush the vessel, but at the moet only 
lift her out of the water. 

Thus equipped Dr. Nansen proposes to pass 
through Bering Strait to the New Siberian 
Islands, near the mouth of the Lena, make 


near where the Jeannette sunk, and then give 
himself up to fortune and the currents, which 
he is confident will carry him across the north 


polar region and land him on the east coast of 


Greenland. 

He is convinced that there is a steady cur- 
rent which flows from the vicinity of the New 
Siberian Islands and passes down the east 
| coast of Greenland, a portion of it curving 
around and passing up the west coast. Of 
the reasons which lead him to think so, one is 
that the outlet for the large quantity of water 


reaching the polar basin through Bering 


Strait, from the Nova Zemla current and the 
Siberian rivers, must be . between Greenland 
and Spitzbergen, because it does not flow out 
anywhere else, and for those waters to reach 
the east coast- of Greenland they must pass 
necessarily somewhere near the north pole. 
In the next place, relics of the Jeannette, in- 
cluding a list of the provisions in De Long’s 
handwriting and signed by him, were picked 
up on the Greenland coast three years after 
the sinking of the vessel. There has been 
found there also not merely Siberian drift- 


only in Alaska and ornamented with Chinese 
glass beads bought by the Alaskan Esquimaux 
from those on the Asiatic side of Bering 
Strait. Thus Dr. Nansen’s plan is to get in 
his stout and well-provisioned ship and trust 
himself to his assumed current. If anything 
should happen to his vessel he says he will re- 
move his provisions, boats, fuel, etc., to the 
ice-floe and let it carry him to Greenland. 

Gen. Greely, who knows more about the 
Arctic regions than Nansen, is positive that 
his plan will not work,a view of the case 
which is taken by those men who know the 
most about the subject. Greely denies the ex- 
istence of the alleged polar current passing 
from the Siberian coast across to that of 
Greenland, though he does not answer spe- 
cifically the reasoning advanced by Nansen. 
He denies the authenticity of the Jeannette 
relics, but does not question the fact of Si- 
berian driftwood reaching the Greenland 
coast. That far he does not succeed in upset- 
ting Nansen’s propositions. 

He proceeds, however, to make a strong 
case against him when he points out that no 
matter what the shape and strength may be 
of the vessel which the latter proposed to sail 
in, there is no certainty that it will not be 
crushed like an egg shell the first day it is 
fairly caught in the ice. Nor does Gen. 
Greely have any patience with the light- 
hearted way in which Nansen speaks of drift- 
ing around on an ice-floe or in a boat during 
“five months of unbroken night and continu- 
ous cold of extreme severity. The prospect 
of drifting fora year or two ought to be ap- 
palling. The perils which Arctic explorers 
have to meet when on land are severe enough. 
When they are compelled totake to their 
boats, as was the case with the crewe of the 
Hansa and Polaris, they become tenfold 
greater. 

Even assuming that the Jeannette relics 
were genuine and that Nansen should succeed 
in following the path they did, Greely has 
his doubts whether he would get within sev- 
eral hundred miles of the north pole. He as- 
guines that there is not an open sea there but 
an extensive land area,.on which are formed 
the flat-topped icebergs seen floating north- 
east of Bering Strait and along the northwest 
coast of Franz Josef Land. Hence he con- 
cludes that if Nansen got through safe he 
would make no discoveries of special value. 
But Nansen says it may be possible that the 
current will not carry him exactly across the 
pole, but it probably will not be very far off, 
and the main thing is to explore the polar 
regions, not to reach exactly that mathe. 
matical point called the north pole. 

Whatever doubting Thomases may say he 
intends to try it. Private contributions and a 
donation by the Norwegian Government have 
provided him with the necessary money, his 
ship is being built, the crew is engaged, and 
he hopes to depart by March or April of next 
year. Doubtless he will go, but the feeling 
among those who know the Arctic regions 
best is that he will not return. 


THE LAKE-FRONT ART GALLERY. 
After almost endless complications and 
clashing interests, which it seemed impossible 
to harmonize, the Lake-Front Art Gallery 
problem appears to be solved. The city au- 
thorities, the World’s Fair directors, the Art 
Institute people, and the Exposition managers 


be in Mr. Hutchinson’s possession, and which 
prepares the way for the erection of a perma- 
nent art gallery on the Lake-Front Which may 
be utilized by directors during the Fair year 
for meetings of the World’s Fair congresses, 
for the exhibit of the World’s Fair art collec.

If the terms of the 
agreement are stated correctly the present site 
of the Ex positꝭon Buiidmg may be utilized for 
the Art Gallery, or it may go further south on 
the Lake-Front, the Exposition Buiiding will 
be removed to some other locality by Dec. 1 
ensuing and used for horse and cattle shows, 
and the new structure after the close of the 
Fair will be the permanent home df the Art 
Institute trustees, whose present building will 
probably be sold to the Chicage club. With 
the contributions towards this project made 
by the institute trustees, the World’s Fair di- 
rectors, the Exposition stockholders, and pri- 
ie subscriptions it is probable the sum of 
between $600,000 and $800,000 wili be avail- 
able, and this should be sufficient to erect a 
commodious and elegant structure as the fut- 
ure home of Chicago’s art collection and its 
school of art study. 

It is not a matter of great consequence the 
uses to which it may be put during the World’s 
Fair year. Should it be utilized for the 
World’s Fair exhibit it undoubtedly will sub- 
serve the public comfort, accommodation, and 
interests more completely than could be done

After ‘Dec, 1 therefove, unless the unex- 
pected happens, the old Exposition Building, 
which has been such a-conspicuous feature of 
the Lake-Front so many years, will bo gone 
anda fairer and more majestic structure will 
take its place, either on its site or not far 
away. It is not easy to grow very sentimental 


over the old building, and yet though never a 


very handsome it has been a useful 
one. It has held great public meetings and 
resoupded to the music. of huge festivals, 
operas, and summer concerts. Presidents 
have been nominated in its vast interior, ex- 
positions and shows of all kinds have enter- 
tained the people there, and it is still in good 
condition and might do many more years’ 
good service, but the city has outgrown it in 
all respects except its huge capacity. It is 
time it should be relegated to the outskirts 
and something more beautiful and modern 
take its place, something which wiil more 


clearly reflect the growth of enterprise, skill, 


and artistic taste in the World’s Fair City. 
This something. will be found in the new art 


gallery. 


DR. HOLMES’ BIRTHDAY. 

Wherever Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes is 
known-—-and where is the genial Autocrat 
of the Breakfast Table not known?—there will 
be a hearty and enthusiastic disposition to 
congratulate him that he has lived to celebrate 
his eighty-second birthday, and that the anni- 
versary found hiui, as he expresses it. well 
ana happy. It is better to be seventy years 
young than to be forty years old,” said the 
veteran poet and essayist. The happy expres- 
sion is but another illustration of the old 
saying that one is only as ald as he feels. 
Except for failing eyesight the venerable 
doctor is as hale as he ever was, ana with his 
excellent physical condition he combines un- 
impaired mental powers, as is shown by the 
fact that he now proposes to collect all his 
works m verse and prose and revise them for 
a new edition—a task which is usually re- 
served for posthumous performance by other 
hands. The only plaint the doctor makes is 
this: It is a surprise when we find we are 
growing old. It always comes as a shock to 
us when we first discover that others regard 
us as old. Life seems more and more like a 
dream as one reaches old age—it seems like a 
dream.“ That it may still be a long and 
pleasant dream to him every one will pray. 

With the exception of the good Quaker poet, 
Whittier, who, alas, cannot boast the physical 
perfection of Dr. Holmes, he is the last of the 
brilliant coterie of men of letters who have 
made Massachusetts famous. Nearly all of 
them lived to a good age, which is a testi- 
monial to the favorable influences of peaceful 
literary life upon longevity. But among them 
all not one has grown old more gracefully 
and buoyantly than the doctor, not one has 
preserved his freshness, piquancy, and native 
humor in such a remarkable manner. Ap- 
parently he has found the secret of the fount- 
ain of youth, for his latest effusions show all 
the delicacy of touch, the beauty of sentiment, 
and the freshness of humor “ over the tea- 
cups that characterized him when he dis- 
coursed so charmingly over the bréakfast cof- 
fee. A host of friends and admirers will pray 
that he may still remain among the scenes he 
loves so well for many years to come, that it 
may be a long time yet before he has to utter 
Walt Whitman’s mournful words, Good-by, 
my fancy,” and before he awakes from the 
dream of old age in the perfect light of the 
great hereafter. 


THE GHERARDI-WALKER IMBROGLIO. 

The details of the alleged disrespect shown 
Rear-Admiral Gherardi, commanding the 
North Atlantic fleet, by Acting Rear-Admiral 
Walker in the Harbor of Port au Prince have 
been printed by the New York Times. Ac- 
cording to the Times’ version Admiral Walker 
is an ambitious officer, who is not content 
with the control of a magniticent fleet of war- 
ships, but is determined to get control of the 
“home” station also by ousting Rear-Ad- 
miral Gherardi. 

The alleged insubordination of Admiral 
Walker occurred in the Harbor of Port au 
Prince upon the occasion of the recent con- 
centration of a large naval force off the Hay- 
tian capital. When Admiral Walker’s fleet 
arrived, Rear-Admiral Gherardi with the flag- 
ship Philadelphia and some of her consorts 
was already anchored off the city. Admiral 
Gherardi is the second ranking Admiral in the 
navy. while the commander of the squadron 
of evolution is only a Commodore with the rank 
of Acting Real-Admiral. It is alleged that 
Admiral Walker, without paying any attention 
to Admiral Gherardi, flew from the mast- 
head of his flagship the orderto anchor. 
It is alleged further that on the following 
morning, when color evolutions are manda- 
tory throughout the navy, Admiral Gherardi 
gave the signal from the Philadelphia to 
** loose sail to a bowline.” It was obeyed by 
all the vessels save those of the evolution 
squadron. Admiral Gherardi, it is said, took 
this neglect as an insult and ordered Admiral 
Walker to repair aboard the Philadelphia and 
at once. He obeyed and, aftersome pointed 
questions had been asked of him by his sen- 
ior officer, was notified as follows: 

I have examined your orders, Admiral. I fail 
to find anything here which exempts you from 
failing to ask permission to anchor or which. ex- 
empts your flagship, sir, or any vessel in your 
squadron, from obeying such evolutions as may 
be ordered by this flagship; nor do 1 find any- 
thing in these orders, Admiral, which permits of 
your arriving in this port and failing to report 
aboard the flagship of a senior flag officer, ali of 
which infringements of the regulations you have 
been guilty of. Consequently, Admiral Walker, I 
shall expect you and every vessel in your fleet to 
obey all orders from this ship so long as you re- 
main within signal distance, and any failure to 
comply I shall report to the Navy Department as 
direct disobedience of orders.” In the mean- 
time I shall inform the Secretary of the Navy of 
the above occurrences. 

Such is the story as told by the New York 
Times, but its force is weakened decidedly by 
the declaration of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy that the charges are not true and 
that while there was some misunderstanding 
between the two officers it was of such an un- 
important and technical character that it did 
not occasion any serious break in the rela- 
tions of the two and Bid not call for any in- 
terference on the part of the department. 
This should be a sufficient answer to the 
charges made by the New York Times, and 
probably nothing more will come out of this 
trivial routine squabble which the Times has 
magnified without cause. It is always to be 
taken into account that naval officers are par- 
ticularly sensitive in matters of routine and 
conventional etiquet, not having much else 
to occupy their attention, and that they are 
continually in a wrangle with each other oye 
the most trivial causes. They are 
squabbles, however, which amount to 
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SNOW ON THE MOON. 


A luminous white spot has; been observed to 
occupy the summit of one of the lunar inount- 


ains. There is no reason to doubt the fact

In case it be 
impermanent it may be to be com- 
posed of ite or snow, unleds the theorizer en- 
tertain certain old-fashioned notions which 


forbid such an explanation of the phenom- 


enon. 

. the belief that no 
water exists on the lunar surface, and that the 
quantity of air is so small as to give a pressure 
of not more than about a thousandth part of 
that exerted by the air which balances sonie 
thirty inches of mercugy in the barometer at 
the sea level with us, This scantiness of at- 
mosphere on the moon is considered to be es- 
tablished by the absence of refraction, or 
bending of the rays of light when they graze 
the edge of our satellite in coming to us from 
some star beyond her. And this would mean 
no water or ice, because either will evaporate 
rapidly with us if the air pressure be removed 
by placing the ice or water in an exhausted 
receiver. In such a condition the vapor be- 
comes visible. Hence it is believed that if 
water in any form existed on the lunar surface 
a portion of it would rise to form an atmos- 
phere the presence of which could be appreci- 
ated by applying the refraction test through a 
powerful telescope. 

It has often been remarked by gazers 
through a good instrument that the moon 
looks like ice.” The comparison is not 
necessarily correct. Undoubtedly certain 
elevated portions of the surface glisten in the 
sunlight, but it may be argued that such an 
effect would be produced by reflection of the 
solar ray by the salts that would/ remain after 
evaporation of large bodies of (water on the 
earth. The alkaline deposits Aeft by the dis- 
appearance of salt lakes in western part 
of the United States are instances of this, and 
doubtless they would more extensively scintil- 
late now but for extensive admixture with 
other substances by the action of winds which 
could not blow if there were no atmosphere. 
It is considered certain that the moon onze 
had ‘envelopes both of air and water, as the 
earth has today, but that the latter has long 
since vanished from sight and only a trace of 
the other is left. In this case the appearance 
noted could not be ice or snow, but might be 
solid material strained out from an ancient 
ocean, and then perhaps elevated by wrinkling 
of the crftst in the act of further cooling. Or 
the material alluded to may be a result of vol- 
canic eruption from the lunar interior, but in 
either case it would not form and disappear 
with alternate exposure to the solar rays.

ropean birth, do not want to be cured of their 
appetite for liquor. Very few of them visit 
Dwight. It is safe to say that 95 percent of 
all those who go there for treatment are either 
natives or persons who came to this country 
before their drinking habits were formed, and 
it ig true that a large number of Americans 
who have contracted the habit until it has be- 
come a disease too strong to be thrown off 
voluntarily do wish to be cured and lead a 
temperate life. The Free Press, however, has 
not enumerated some of the strongest oppo- 
nents of the Keeley cure for dipsomania, 
Among them are the professional political 
prohibitionists, who regard it with aversion 
because it furnishes a method of reforming 
drunkards and minimizing the evils of intem- 
perance, without redounding to the glory of 
the professional advocates of coercive tee- 
totalism, since it deprives them of sensational 
opportunities of pulverizing the rum power” 
on the rostrum or from the pulpit amidst the 
applause of superficial cranks and impractic- 
able sentimentalists of both sexes.

The most transaction of the 
week was the lease of the First Armory prop- 
erty on Jackson street, between Wabash and 
Michigan avenues. Bowerman, Farnum & 
Ware leased this property, with a frontage of 
eighty feeton Jackson street and running

to a syndicate of New York and Chicago par- 
ties fora term of ninety-nine years. The 
terms of the lease provide for an annual rental 
of $15,000 for twenty-one years and $16,000 
for the remainder of the term. On the lot so 
secured the lessees propose to erect a twelve- 
story building at an estimated cost of $600,- 
000. This amount, with the capitalized value 
of the land involved, brings the transaction 
almost upto the million dollar mark. A 
rental of $15,000 on a 5 per cent income basis 
places a vaiuation on the property of $3,750 a 
front foot, or about $23.50 a square foot. 

The building to be constructed will be a 
combined theater and office building, The 
entrance to the theater will be between two 
stores, which will occupy the first floor. The 
theater itself isto be built on the English 
plan with the main floor depressed, Around 
this will be a box circle and above this one 
balcony. 

Above the theater floor the building will be 
devoted to offices. An elevator service of 
either four or six elevators will be furnished.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS 


Chicago Is Acknowledged as a Leader in 
Office- Building Methods. 

The Chicago system of office-building archi- 

tecture is to be followed in the construction 

of a twenty-six-story block, to be erected on 


-Broadway near Battery place m New York 


City. The estimated cost of the proposed 
structure is $4,000,000, The building will 
stand on a ground spece 162x200 feet. The 
main building will be 290 feet high, with a 
tower addition, which will bring tne height of 
the entire construction up to 550 feet. 

The Sun, in describing the proposed build- 
ing, says: To Chicago more than any other 
city is due the development of ‘the revolu- 
tion in modern building, in couse- 
quence of which there is _ practically 
no limit to the height to ‘which 


buildings of sufficient foundation area may | 


be carried. Most recent building there has 
been on the steel framework principle, and 
outside walls as a support to the structure are 
there becoming less and less common. In 
some of Chicago’s later buildings the walls 
and skin, as in Mr. Dinkelberg's proposed 
building, have been practically outside of cal- 
culations for strength. 

It was not until the success of the all-steel 
principle was proved in practice in Chicago 
that New York men took it up to any extent, 
and even then chiefly M a modified form. 

“The question of foundation might bea 
grave one had not Chi made experiments 
for us. re are few, if any, cities in the 
country where conditions are worse for the 
erection of heavy buildings than in Chicago, 
and what has proved successful there will be 
successful here.“

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FED HER CLOTHING TO THE BEAR. 


How a Kentucky Schoolmarm Saved Her- 
self and a Child, 

Auna, Ky., Aug. 28.— Mies Callie McGee 
of this place had an experience a few days ago 
that she will not forget, and in which she 
showed rare courage and presence of mind in 
the face of the greatest danger. America is a 
small hamlet situated in Lee County. in the 
wilds: of Eastern Kentucky, and consists of 
two dwelling-houses, a country store, and 3 
postoffice. For the last month Miss Callie has 
been teaching school in the Bear Creek dis- 
trict, which lies on the waters. of Bear Creek. 
In going to and-returnifg from school each 
week she is obliged to over Bear Wallow 
Mountain—so called by the early settlers on 
account of the great number of bears that 
formerly made it a ing-place in their 
migrations from the Chimney Mountains 
to the Cumberland. For several years past, 
however, no bears have been seen, and the tn- 
habitants have long ceased to apprehend any 
danger from these animals; Last Saturday 
Miss Callie started for her home for the pur- 
pose of passing the Sabbath with her mother. 
She was accompanied by her little niece, who 
is only 3 years old. The road between Bear 
Creek Valley and America is lonely, even for 
a mountain road, and from the base of the 
mountain on the one side to the foot on the 
other, a distance of three miles, there are no 
signs of human habitation. While slowly 
climbing the mountain, on the further side 
from this place, the child trampled upon a 
9 thorn and screamed in agony. 

While Callie was trying to ify her 
she was suddenly startled by a rusting of the 
bushes at the side of the road, and upon look- 
ing around discovered a large black bear step- 
ping slowly and cautiously into the road about 

orty yards in her rear, 

For a moment Miss McGee stood gazing at 
the bear, too terrfied to seek safety. Then, 
catching up thie child in her arms, she fied 
rapidly up the steep mountain side. Casting 
a terried glance baekward oyer her shoulder, 
she was appalled to see the bear break into u 
lumbering gallop and start in pursuit. ‘The 
child, frightened at the unusual actions of her 
aunt, was sereaming at the top of its voice, 
and the bear apparently redoubled his efforts 
to vatch them. Panting and gasping for 
breath she at iength reached the top of the 
mountain almost exhausted, and upon look- 
ing back discovered -the bear still in pursuit 
and rapidly decreasing the distance between 
them, being now scarcely twenty yards be- 
hind ber. Occasionally the bear gave an an- 
gry snort, as if enraged as being baiked 
of his intended prey. His heavy, labored 
breath was now distinctly audible to her 
ear, she realized that her strength was 
failing and that it was impossible for her to 
coutinue her present pace much longer. Clasp- 
ing the child still more clogely to her bosom, 
she made one more desperate effort to outfoot 
her pursuet. Whilé continuing her flight the 
child’s hat, with its gay ribbons and flowers, 
became accidentally disarranged and fell to 
the ground. Aficr running 100 yards or more 
Miss McGee ventured to look back once more, 
and her relief may be imagined when she saw 
the bear biting and tearing at the hat lying on 
the road, 

Miss McGee says that at sight of this she 
instantly recoverefl presence of mind, and 
coolly began to caleulate on her chances for 
escape and her best method of procedure. She 
knew that the nearest house in which she 
could seek safety was nearly two and a half 
miles distant, the chances of meeting any 
one able to assist her on that lonely mountain 
road were very few. She knew that she could 
not keep up her present rate of speed much 
longer, so she modefated her gait, although 
she stil! made good time. 

She had gained, perhaps, 200 yards on the 
bear, when, upon locking around, she discov- 
ered him again starting in pursuit, having suc- 
ceded in demolishing the hat. She now rapid- 
ly proceeded to divest the child of its sacque 
and threw it down in the road. Upon reach- 
ing the spot in the road where the garment 
was lying the bear again stopped and pro- 
ceeded to destroy it before eontinuing his pur- 
suit. Miss McGee made good use of the time 
lost by the bear, and when he again started in 
pursuit she was a good distance ahead, As he 
again neared her she threw the chila’s dress 
down into the road, and again the attention of 
the bear was attr and a few us mo- 
ments gained. She continued this method. 
Coolly waiting each time until the bear had 
nearly overiaken her, then dropping some 
article of wearing apparel into the road until 
the child was entirely divested of clopbing, 
then she began upon herself. She was already 
within less than a mile of a dwelling and be- 
gan to feel confident of her ability to delay 
the animal until she reached it. 

Her gloves were first sacrificed and gained a 
few moments’ respite from pursuit. er hat 
went next, then 
dress skirt. The latter succeeded in holding 
the attention of the bear until she reached the 
house of Mr. John Miller, and was once more 
in safety, although almost destitute of cloth- 


ing. 

The bear, attracted by the squealing of some 
pigs in a pen near the road, made no effort to 
effect an entrance into the house, but left the 
road and went to the pen for the purpose of 
procuring a pork dinner. Mr. Miller was not 
at home, and tis bear’s chances for securing a 
young porker seemed to be good, when Miss 

cGee took down a Winchester that was above 
the door, and, despite the entreaties of Mrs. 
Miller, the plueky feacher proceeded to the 
pen. As the bear saw her approaching he 
reared upon his hind legs and stood ready for 
the fight. Miss Callie quickly brought her 
rifle into position and fired, the „ ve

The per- 
son here described isa man of the world and 
one with as strange and iaterestimg a war 
history as was ever written. He talks with- 
out affectation and is free from the unpleasant 
personal pronoun.

Aud those 
who do not know the man by sight will know 
of him when it is said he is Joseph L. Day, the 
tailor. There is no afivertisement in the way 
this is put, for most people refer to Joe Day 
the tailor.“ | 

Seventeen years ago the writer called on 
Mr. Day at the Sherman House, where he was 
then a boarder, and asked him if he did not 
have a strange war history. Mr. Day replied 
that he had, but respectfully declined to 
tell it, for the reason that there were 
then more animosities than now. The 
Captains, Colonels, Generals, and Major- 
Generals were telling their experiences, , and 
Mr. Day thought it would not be becoming in 
a Sergeant to rush into print with his story. 
Several times since he has promised that some 
day he would furnish for publication what he 
had told to a few of his friends at the table. 
He was in the proper mood the other day and 
consented. 


The Enlistment in Chicago. 


The old Mercantile Battery of Chicago was 
mustered into service in 1862: Joe Day was a 
Sergeant in that organization. Of the great 
battles which it fought he was in sixteen. At 
one stage of the strife he was in an encounter 
every day for forty-nine days, and at another 

riod he was in one every day for nine days. 

‘or meritorious conduct at Vicksburg he was 
granted a furlough and came’ North, made a 
short visit, and returned to the front. He 
never saw the North again until after the war 
was over. April 8, 1864, there was a battle at 
Cape Sabine Cross-Roads, La. The Federals 
were in command of Gen. N. P. Banks; the 
Confederates were led by Kirby Smith. It 
was an all-day fight in which the Federals 
were twice defeated. Asa result of the last 
defeat the old Mercantile Battery of Chicago, 
or a portion of it, fell into the ds of the 
enemy. 

Then began the experience of Joe Day. 

The prisoners were taken overland to Camp 
Ford Tyler in Texas, and at the end of a six- 
day march réached their destination. There 
they remained until June 16, 1865—414 days! 
The inclosure was a stockade, and it sur- 
rounded but eight acres. In this cireum- 
scribed space were crowded 6,800 prisoners of 
war. Among them were thecrews of the Har- 
riet Lane and Clifton, commanded respective- 
ly by Capt. Hammond and Capt. Crocker. 
There were also the ente of the First 
Connecticut Infantry, the First Massachusetts, 
and the First New York. Of the Chicagoans 
who were there were Col. Leake, then of 
Iowa, afterwards United States District Attor- 
ney of this district; Paymaster Simmons, 
now in the City Treasurer’s office ; Mr. Spiegel, 
now in businéss on State street; and scores of 
others whose names are lost to memory, for, 
that was twenty-six years ago, said Mr. Day. 
After thinking a. moment Mr. Day recalled 
some more Chicagoans twho were with him— 
Maj. Anthony of the Stock-Yards and John 
Arnold, now State Senator from one of the 
Illinois districts; there were also there as 
companions Ross, son of the chief of the Cher- 
okee Nation; Col. Morgan of the First Chero- 
kee Regiment; Capt. Defrees, one of Mor- 
gan’s men; and Capt. Jennison of the Kansas 
Jayhawkers; J. A. Bering of the Forty-eighth 
Ohio; Capt. McCallum, now a Judge in IIli- 
nois, of the Seventy-seventh Illinois; Billy 
M-Coy of the same and now of Peoria; Capt. 
Pat White of Albany, N. V.: Dick Taylor of 
the One Hundred and Thirtieth Illinois; 
and Maj. Mann of the Nineteenth Kentucky. 
**T shall tell you something about Arnold a 
little later which is almost dramatic,’’ Day re- 
marked as he twirled his white mustache, 
But mentioning the name of that Kansan 
reminds me that he used to catch mice in the 
stockade and broil them as dainty as did ever 
a Frenchman his frog. And he was as brave 
a man as Jever knew. He would fight any- 
thing that walked or run.”’

In the early days there was a two-story brick 
market-house in State street at a point between 
the river and Randolph street. Of course. in es- 
tablishing the market-house in the street it was 
necessary that the thoroughfare should be wider 
than the ordinary street. At that time State 
street did not extend any further south than 
Madison. The old market-house occupied the 
place described until nearly 1860. 

The unusual width of Randolph street between 
Desplaines and Halsted streets—known as the 
haymarket—was made fora similar reason. In 
the early days a market-house stood in the center 
ata point between Union and Halsted streets. 
It was atwo-story brick building. The market 
was below, and the second floor was divided into 
two rooms. One was occupied as the headquar- 
ters of the Police of the Second Precinct. The 
other was an assembly room. A gentleman who 
was giving the writer this information said that 
he had frequently attended Sunday-school in the 
assem room. 


* Speaking of the Haymarket brings to mind a 


popular error, It bas not been many years since 
the fatal bomb was thrown which created such 
havoc and caused a thrill of horror to run around 
the globe. The incident has gone into history as 
the Haymarket massacre. The bomb was not 
thrown on Haymarket square, but to the north of 
it, near the first alleyway between Randolph and 
Lake streets. The wide place in Randolph street 
was known as Haymarket square before the 
massacre. 

There was another market-place in Chicago in 
those days. It was situated on the spot where 
now stand the North Side County Buildings and 
the jail. It remained there until destroyed by 
the fire. a

Illinois’ Lost Town. 

J. A. Rider, Deputy Cireuit Clerk and Secretary 
of tne Pike County Old Settlers’ Society: In a re- 
cent issue of Tun Trisune there was an article on 
early Illinois. The book was written by a New 
York traveler who was in this section in 1823. 
Referring to the boundaries of Pike County at 
that time the reviewer of THe TrisuNne notes that 
the first court held in Pike County was in Cole's 
“Who knows where Cole's 
Grove is?” Ican tell you where it was, for it is now 
extinct. It was in that portion of the county now 
known as Calhoun. It was near the Mississippi 
River and not far from the junction with the Lili- 
nois River. There is, I am told, nothing now re- 
maining to mark the former greatness of the 
town. itis not even a hamiet. In our office we 
have a record of the first court held in Cole's 
Grove, in October, 1821. The Hon. John Reynolds 
was Judge. The second case entered on the 
docket was that of Sally Durham vs. John Dur- 
ham, a bill for divorce. Tradition hath it that 
the said Sally was then a resident of Chicago. 
The divorce was granted after the cause had 
been heard by a jury.
